24. (Amended) A method for performing ophthalmic surgery, 

comprising: 

providing [pulsing] a laser [beaiVi] outputtinq a pulsed laser beam 
having [at] a repetition rate of at least 20 Hz . and an energy level of no greater 
than 10 mJ per pulse from an output coupler df said laser : 

applying said pulsed laser beamlonto corneal tissue; and" 
scanning said pulsed laser bearrj in a substantially overlapping 
pattern on said corneal tissue. 


25. (Amended) A method for performing ophthalmic surgery 
according to claim 24, wherein: 

said pulsed laser beam [provides &n energy level of no greater than 
10 mJ per pulse to said corneal tissue] has a repetition rate of at least 50 Hz . 
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
